BIRKENHEAD, England, Sept. 7. 
—Preimier Lloyd George, in a speech 
here today, declared that the whole 
allied cause and the fredom of the 
world depended on supremacy at sea 
and that he was certain it would be 
maintained by the allies. 

German statesmen, he said, had 
been at great pains to impress upon 
their people that the submarine fig- 
ures given out by him in the House 
of Commons recently were inaccu- 


rate. He declared these figures were 
absolutely correct and that they put 
an end to all hopes of the enemy to 
win. 

The Premier asserted he was con- 
vinced that the German submarine 
never would be able to beat down 
the strength of the British empire, 
or beat down the hopes of the al- 
liance.

the voice of the people. On July 
29, 1905, he sent this telegram tc 
Nicholas from Danzig’ 

“With the actual spirit prevailing 
in Russia the disaffected masses 
would try to place the whole respon- 
sibility for all disadvantageous con- 
sequences on your shoulders and all 
Successes as tse vesut. of Count 
‘7itle’s personal management. It 
would be excellent as a first task for 
these Duma representatives if you 
gave them the prace treaty after it 
is first formulated, to vote upon it, 
thus leaving the odium of decision 
to the matter of their own prosper- 
ity. The outcome woulda be their 
work, und therefore stop the mouths 
of the opposition ” 


Let Duma Act First. 

On Aug. 20, 1905, the Kaiser again 
telegraphed to the Czar as follows: 

“I gather that, in general, peace 
negotiations are going on satisfac- 
torily, but that some points offer 
difficulty to settlement before you 
take final decision for peace or the 
continuation of the war. The latter 
will be of far-reaching consequences 
and will cost unlimited lives, blood 
and money. I should fancy it an ex- 
cellent procedure to submit the ques- 
tion to the great Duma first. As it 
represents the people of Russia, it 
would be the voice of Russia. If it 
should decide for peace you are em- 
powered in the way to proceed. If 
the war is to continue the decisions 
which are to be taken are so terribly 
earnest and the consequences so far 
reaching that it is quite impossible 
for any mortal sovereign to take the 
responsibility for them alone on his 
shoulders without the help of his 
people. May God be with you. Do 
not forget the line of advancement, 
visavis the guards.” 

This telegram was signed “Willy.” 
On Sept. 29, 1905, the Kaiser again 
took up the separate treaty question. 
In a telegram to the Czar on that 
date, he says: 

“The working of the treaty, as we 
agreed at Bjoerke, does not conflict 
with the Franco-Russian alliance, 
provided, of course, the latter is not 
aimed directly at my country. On

Let Duma Act First. 


On Aug. 20, 1905, the Kaiser again 
telegraphed to the Czar as follows: 

“I gather that, in general, peace 
negotiations are going on satisfac- 
torily, but that some points offer 
difficulty to settlement before you 
take final decision for peace or the 
continuation of the war. The latter 
will be of far-reaching consequences 
and will cost unlimited lives, blood 
and money. I should fancy it an ex- 
cellent procedure to submit the ques- 
tion to the great Duma first. As it 
represents the people of Russia, it 
would be the voice of Russia. If it 
should decide for peace you are em- 
powered in the way to proceed. If 
the war is to continue the decisions 
which are to be taken are go terribly 
earnest and the consequences so far 
reaching that it is quite impossible 
for any mortal sovereign to take the 
responsibility for them alone on his 
shoulders without the help of his 
people. May God be with you. Do 
not forget the line of advancement, 
visavis the guards.”’ 

This telegram was signed “Willy.” 
On Sept. 29, 1905, the Kaiser again 
took up the separate treaty question. 
In a telegram to the Czar on that 
date, he says: 

“The working of the treaty, as we 
agreed at Bjoerke, does not conflict 
with the Franco-Russian alliance, 
provided, of course, the latter is not 
aimed directly at my country. On 
the other hand, the obligations of 
Russia toward France can only go as 
far as France merits them through 
her behavior.

Let 
all who fall into your hands be at your 
mercy. Just as the Huns a thousand 
years ago, under the leadership of 

Etzel (Attila), gained a reputation in 

virtue of which they still live in his- 

torical tradition, so may the name of 

Germany become known in such a 

manner in China that no Chinaman will 

ever again even dare to look askance 


at a German.

How to Br Dieleral. 


From the Chicago Herali. 

For the benefit of those who want to be 
disloyal to the United “tates but lack in- 
formation as *‘o the most effective ways 
the Independent has formulated ten rules, 
culled from the conduct of the most con- 
spicuous examy'es of disloyalists and ma- 
lingerers in the co ntry. 

One is “Profess great concern lest send- 
ing food to Europe may starve America. 
Support every enbargo movement that ap- 
piies to the allied nations and none that 
does not.” Another is “Be very jealous to 
prevent ‘entan; ‘ing alli-nces, and be very 
much concerned about the Monroe Doctrine. 
if we ‘mix ourselves in European quarrel)s.’ " 
Another: “It is dangerous to denounce the 
United States directly. But rake history 
from end to end for mud to throw at the 
allies. Especially, twist the lion's tail.” 
Another: “Assert on every occasion that 
Wall street has made the war. Never ming 
explaining how, when or why.” 

It is surprising to note that the list 
does not include such obvious ones as “Op- 
pose sending our boys to France to save 
the country and insist on the war being 
fought on our own soll,” and “when caught 
in the hametringing act mention the names 
of Washington and Lincoln.” But even that 
omission cannot obscure the fact that the 
list reflects a careful study of the meth- 
o4s of Chicago's conspicuous exponents of 
euptreagon and hamstringing. 


PUTTING DOWN OF THE L W. W. 

The precise legal justification for the raid on the 
offices and homes of members of the Industrial 
Workers of the World will not be known uatil @ 
public report is made on what was found in the 
tons of printed I. W. W. literature and thousands 
of letters found. 

That probable cause existed for the issuance 
of the search warrants is made only too evident 
from the public utterances and general course of 
I. W. W. members extending through @ long space 
of time. Disloyalty may be of an aggravated and 
dangerous character and still come short of the 
crime of treason as defined by the Constitution. 

In other words, speech and conduct may be 
treasonous, or partaking of the nature of treason 
and properly spoken of as such, without tech- 
nically constituting treason. But the I W. W. 
has repeatedly been credited by the press with 
sentiments and with acts conforming with those 
sentiments that at least fall easily within the 
new offenses created by the war legislation of 
Congress for the prevention of internal disorder 
and interference with the prosecution of the war. 

The I. W. W. is an organization of recent years 
that combines some of the most reckless features 
of the labor unionism of an earlier day and some 
of the least approved doctrines of Socialism and 
Syndicalism with certain distinctive lawless views 
and practices of its own. 

Of the two branches of the organization, one 
directed from Chicago and the other from Detroit, 
the former claims more than 70,000 members. The 
slogan of both is that the working class and the 
employing class have nothing in common. 

Professing principles that are the negation of 
industrial peace and orderly social development, 
it has proved a disturbing element wherever it has 
been introduced, or at least wherever attempt has 
been to put its pernicious views into effect. It ad- 
vocates the systematic use of that hideous weap- 
on of industrial warfare, sabotage, the doctrige of 
destruction for its own sake, the wanton inflic- 
tion of property losses that ultimately must be 
borne by society, of which those who adopt such 
methods form a part. 

Its policies of violence have provoked so much 
resentment as to cause retaliation on the part of 
the usually law-abiding citizens of localities acting 
en masse. Several instances are recorded in which | 
every I. W. W. member in communities they have 
infested has been seized and sent into exile, with 
a disregard of law as censurable as the I. W. W.’s 
own. 

Reorganized and with a sweeping change of 
methods, there might be a field for the I. W. W. 
But there can be no possibility of usefulness for 
the I. W. W. body whose means of attaining its 
ends are so much in conflict with the ideas of 
the great majority of people in a country of 
law, however much it might flourish ia a disjoint- 
ed country like Mexico. 

To deal with it effectively may have been diffi- 
cult in time of peace, but it becomes a simplified 
problem in time of war, when it sets itself up 
against the war powers of the Government. Little 
sympathy can be felt for any worthy but mis- 
guided members it includes and none at all for 
leaders who abused the latitude of free speech and 
free choice of action. It affects the adjective 
“revolutionary,” but the word has too many re- 
spectable traditions to be appropriated by the 
I. W. W. without protest. 

It has gone a step too far. Its collision with 
the authorities at Washington means the end of 
the most objectionable, disci edited and thoroughly 
obnoxious anti-social organization with which any 
considerable number of professed Americans have 
ever identified themselves in our history. 
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About the only thing between Germany and 
Petrograd at this time is winter. The ice and 
snow barriers can be counted on not to desert 
their positions and flee in a panic. 
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CLEAN UP THE WAE ZONE. 

Warnings have gone out that, when they reach 
the French war zone, our young men will be ex- 
posed to unusual dangers from vicious condi- 
tions in some of the camps at the front. If 
there is a modicum of truth in this, the Ameri- 
can Government owes it to our boys to insist 
upon a thorough cleaning up of that zone, so that 
the health and morals of the soldiers may not 
be wrecked by conditions that can be changed. 

The American War and Navy Departments 
have done excellent work along this line in this 
country. San Antonio, Fort Sill and other 
places, formerly wide open, have been purified. 
The first thing a naval recruit is told is that his 
pay will be stopped while he is in a hospital 
as a result of illness brought on by immoral con- 
duct and that dismissal from the service for the 
same cause will forfeit his pension. It will be a 
farce to safeguard the boys on this side of the 
Atlantic; and take no steps to improve the con- 
ditions on the other side, wherever they need 
improvement. 

In the stress and heat and desperation of the 
great. world conflict, it has no doubt been dif- 
ficult for the British and French Governments 
to attend properly to this vital matter. But with 
American aid and example, they can and ought 
to minimize such evils wherever the soldier boys 
must camp or be Dilleted. Both by an educa- 
tional campaign and by direct prohibitive action, 
the three great Governments with armies in 
France and Belgium should rid the camps of all | 
immoral persons and stamp out sources of con- 
tagion and suffering. 


If it were not for the zeal of the reporters, St. 
Louis would scarcely know that a steady stream 
of its young men is pouring into Camp Funston 
to begin training in the new army. They are 
going in groups of two and seven and ten and 
there is not much more commotion about ft 
than if they were departing upon belated vaca- 
tions. 

It is so all over the land. Here and there in 
large cities there have been rather spectacular as- 
semblages of drafted men, but this is not the 
rule. Yet the numbers at the cantonments are 
steadily increasing and, before long, they will 
be mentioned in terms of divisions and corps. 

Knowing the American people as we do, we 
cannot help feeling that there is something om- 
inous to our enemies in this simple, democratic 


procedure. We have gone into this war not for 
glory, not for conquest, not for vengeance. We. 


have gone into it as an important and somewhat 
unpleagant duty, determined to make a work- 
manlike job of it before all is over. We are go- 
ing at it just as we would go at digging a Pan- 
ama Canal or building a railroad system or ir- 
rigating a desert. 

When America entered the war, the Germans 
ridiculed our army and scoffed at our potentiali- 
ties for warfare. One cannot help wishing that 
the Germans understood these quiet, determined 
young men who today are turning so unostenta- 
tiously to their new task. It might bring peace 
sooner than anybody expects it. 
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In 1915 Hindenburg, with 14 army corps, was 
unable to budge the Dvina defenses. Now comes 2 
young commander and with less than half that 
force captures Riga. So far has the morale of the 
Slav declined. 
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MR. BOMANOF?F’S FOLDING SOUL. 

In one of Turgenieff’s stories is a character who 
was nicknamed “The Folding Soul” because of his 
readiness to agree with everybody about every- 
thing. If Turgenieff were alive today and wished 
to view in the flesh one to whom the epithet 
might be applied with equal force he would need 
only to call at @ certain apartment, second floor 
front, Tobolsk, Siberia, and send his card in to 
Mr. Nicholas Romanoff. 

The most. convincing thing about the newest 
revelation of the former Czar’s alleged secret ne- 
gotiations with the Kaiser in 1905 and the years 
immediately following the Russo-Japanese War 
is the narrative of his spineless compliance with 
the views of his forceful fellow autocrat. That 
he should be persuaded to betray his French and 
British allies is as much in keeping with the 
other things we know about him as his hysterical 
insistence that not a hint must be breathed about 
the negotiations until all was accomplished. 

As a soul-folder Mr. Romanoff has had few 
equals. He has successively wrapped his heart 
into that of his dear brother, the late Edward VII 
of England; of his dear friend, M. Delcasse of 
France, and, if these revelations are to be credited, 
of his dear kinsman, Emperor Wilhelm. One must 
fancy it worn thin, like much-manipulated gold, 
with his subsequent efforts to make it fit into the 
souls of his Wittes, Stolypins, Sturmers and 
all the rest of the horde of favorites who have 
ruled Russia in his name. - | sons Sal i 

Even when the revolution came its malleability 
had not been exhausted. “You are quite right, 
gentlemen,” one can imagine him saying, when 
told that he must abdicate, when told that he 
must go into retirement at Tsarskoe-Selo and 
when told that the climate of Siberia was excel- 
lent for fallen monarchs. 

However much the world may despise this kind 
of pliancy, it at least bas its advantages. One 
of them is apparent in the fact that Mr. Romanoff 
is now snugly ensconsed near the samovar in 
the second-story front instead of holding daily 
experience meetings with the shades of Louis 
Capet and Charles Stuart. 
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Von Hyderbragd, who predicted that the war 
would be over by August through the starvation 
of England, now opines that peace will come next 
year. America will do its best to see that the 
Reichstag leader is not made to appear foolish 


again. 
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RULE DOESN'T WORK BOTH WAYS. 

When the question of Germany's policy to- 
wards occupied Russian territory after the war 
was discussed in the Main Committee of the 
Reichstag, the other day, even the Socialists vot- 
ed in favor of making German rotectorates of 
Courland and Lithuania. So did the Centrists 
and the Radiceais. ; 

It was from the Socialists, Radicals and Cen- 
trists that came the loudest cry of “No annex- 
ations, no indemnities!” in the Reichstag up- 
heaval which preceded the fall of Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg. Can it be that in the minds of these 
gentlemen “no annexations, no indemnities” 
means one thing when German territory is con- 
cerned and quite a different thing when the ter- 
ritory of her enemies is concerned? 
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St. Louis is being called upon to make up the 
deficiency in the draft quota of Missouri caused by 
the slowness of the country district.

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SHALL BABIES BE EARNERS’ 

In an article on “Birth Reform,” published in 
the October Metropolitan Magazine, Theodore 
Roosevelt advocates a greater production of the fit 
among Americans by the state giving preference 
to the man with three or more children. 

He bases his article on a “Study of the Birth 
Rate in Harvard and Yale Graduates,” by John 
C. Phillips of Boston. Mr. Phillips found by in- 
vestigation that these students, after graduation 
and marriage, were so unprolific that, in @ few 
generations, the families will die out. And as 
they represent “a high average of the energy, am- 
bition and cultivation, and a reasonably high av 
erage of the wealth of the land,” this is to be 
deplored. _ 

Under the scheme Mr. Roosevelt proposes ‘‘in all 
public offices, the lowest salary should be paid the 
man or woman with no children, or only one or 
two children, and a marked digcrimination made 
in favor of the man or woman with a family of 
over three children.” And the same should ap- 
ply with regard to taxation. “Only the father and 
mother of over three children have done their 
full duty by the state; and the state should em- 
phasize this fact.” 

Not only bonuses for babies, a la France, but 
earning power, day by day, week by week, and 
year by year, for the kids, whose very existence 
means a bigger salary for father or mother or 
both. Heretofore, earning power has been based 
strictly upon ability, experience end industry. 
Under the new scheme an office holder of medi- 
ocre ability. and little industry might draw & 


bigger salary than one who put forth his whole ) 


effort with skill, but had no babies. 

However, it has always seemed hard to the 
father of a growing family that, other things be- 
ing equal, in the matter of salary fixing no con- 
sideration was usually paid to the fact that chil- 
dren are costly. If the Roosevelt plan is ever put 
to the vote, all the married voters will cast their 
ballots for it, :

Can your vegetables now. 
The U. 8. Department of Agricub 
ture advises you to do it this twoay: 


ASH peaches, cut out rot spots. 
Put peaches in a square of 
cheesecloth or wire bakset. 
Dip one minute in kettle of boiling 
water. 
Plunge immediately into cold wa- 
ter. 
Skin the peaches; leave whole, or 
cut, as preferred. 
Pack peaches in hot jars. 
Fill hot jars with hot syrup or boil- 
ing water. 
Put rubbers and tops in position. 
Tighten tops; not air tight. 
’ Place jars on false bottom in wash- 
boiler. 
Submerge jars two inches. 
Let the water boil 16 minutes. 
Start counting when water begins 
to boil. 


EMOVE jars. 
Tighten tops air tight. 
Invert jars to discover leaks. 
If leaks are found, change rubbers 
and boil. again five minutes. 
Wrap jars to prevent bleaching. 
Store in cool, dry place. 


TO MAKE SYRUP.

FEW days ago a middle-aged

shrieking through the lobby of the. 


hotel in which she had lived for 
many years. When she was caught 
and overpowered, it was discovered 
that she had gone raving mad. 

“What a strange case,’ said the 
few people who knew her. “Here is 
@ woman apparently in good health 
who leads the easiest possible lifo in 
a luxurious hotel, with no work, no 
respansibilities, no care, no bother 
with servants, no children to worry 
her, and with a rich and generous 
husband who gives here everything 
that money can buy, and yet she ,oes 
crazy! What do you suppose ailed 
her ?”’ 

And no one even guessed that the 
woman had been driven mad by 
neglect and the sheer boredom of a 
life that had in it neither interest. 
duty nor purpose. 

The woman's husband wasn’t in- 
tentionally a bad or a cruel man. He 
was just absolutely selfish and ‘ - 
capabie of perceiving that any other 
human being had any rights when 
they conflicted with his pleasure. 
Least of all, that a wife had any

Neither is a husband the 
only individual in it, and you can be 
happy with both, or, in spite of both, 
if you are determined enough to yet 
the sweet instead of the bitter vut 
of life.

There 
are clothes for the woman who loves 
to dress; society and clubs; philan- 
thropies and charities; books anda 
lectures; business and the profes- 
sions—a million different interests 
in which any woman can absorb 
herself 

Why should any woman sit at 
home and grouch and gl6éom when 
the whole outside world beckons to 
her to come and help do her part in 
it, to absorb herself in its interests, 
and to reap its rewards?
